To the Town School Committee: 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith transmit to you the Sixteenth Annual Report: 


of the Superintendent of Schools. 


The school year of 1920-1921 is unmarked by any radical 
changes or interruptions. The schools have kept the.full time 
required by law and more. There have been no notable in- 
terruptions of the work and the children in the various schools, 
have for the most part made excellent progress in their ‘Studies. 
The spirit of the schools has been excellent and the teachers: 
have, in general, been successful in instruction and discipline. 

The schools in Plainfield village have been fortunate in 
being given the use of the Community House for instruction 


and practice in physical culture and athletics and have also 


held entertainments and graduation exercises of the eighth 


-grade there. . : 
In January a Parent-Teachers’ Association was organized’ 


in Plainfield village which bids fair to be of material help and 


assistance to the schools. The parents are brought in closer> 


touch with the teachers and the school and the splendid spirit 


and great interest thus far manifested, will, if continued, do. 


much toward making Plainfield second to none. 


TEACHERS. 


We began the school year with thirteen teachers new to 


the town. All but one completed the year and no other changes: ‘ 
were made in the teaching staff during the year, There will DEM

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but, two new teachers in the grade schools for next. year, but 
there will be four new teachers in the high school, one of them 
an extra teacher made necessary by the growth of the school 
and ‘the multiplication of classes. There is no doubt that the 
adoption of a definite salary schedule has done much.to retain 
our grade teachers. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


There were 129 pupils registered in the high school during 
the year and cf these 111 completed the year, an unusually good 
record. Sixteen pupils were graduated in the class of 1921. Of 
the eighth grade pupils who were graduated in June from the 
public and parochial schools and from the town of Sterling, 43 
have already signified their intention of entering the high school 
in September, while several more may decide to come in later. 

We need that new high school building now that we may du 
justice to the many youths who desire an education. We need 
to be prepared to offer courses that shall be of direct benefit 
to the boys and girls to whom a high school education is the 


. last schooling they can have, Cogamercial work, manual train- 


ing, domestic science and agricultural courses will find many 
pupils to pursué them and it is only fair to our boys and girls 


‘that they should have the education they need to fit them for 


their work in life. 

We are glad to note that the people of the town are so thor- 
oughly awakened to the value of a high school education and 
so ready and anxious to see that the Town of Plainfield shall 
have a high school worthy of a town that, has always done so 
much for the education of its children, May next year see the 
work of erecting a high school building well begun. 


4 ATTENDANCE. * 


Enumeration in September, 1920, was one less than in Sep- 
tember, 1919, but registration, average membership and average 
attendance have iargely increased; registration has been 47 
ereorel than in 1919 and 1920; average membership has been 55 
greater, and average attendance has been 61 greater. This is 
avery large gain for a town the size of Plainfield. The per- 
centage of average attendance to average membership has also 
been good, 926 being only .004 less than in the previous year. 

Full attendance tables are attached to this report so that one 
may trace the record of each school through the last five year. 
pertod. . 

One matter that deserves passing mention is the result. of 
the Terman Sanat vate tests that were given to the “upper 
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grades and to the high school in May. ‘These tests proved of 
great value in properly rating pupils and they also show that 
the pupils of the town of Plainfield are above the average in 
intelligence as the following tables prove. The papers for each 
grade and each group are scored, and the middle rank between 
the highest and the lowest is taken.for purposes of comparison, 
The first table gives the median for each grade in some twelve 


or fifteen miscellaneous cities, representing the average for some 


ten thousand children. The second table gives the average for 
the corresponding grades in the Town of Plainfield.
